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Husband's Statement Heard in Goldstream Gas Death 


7 Did It Because I Loved 


"I loved my wife,” Lawrence Ernest Munning 
said in a signed statement introduced by the crown 
at his murder trial Wednesday. 

‘‘She wanted to die ... I did it because I loved 
her." 

The introduction of the confession brought the 
crown’s case against the 41-year-old Oak Bay 
machinist — on trial for the carbon-monoxide death 
of his wife Catherine — to a close. 

The prosecution admitted that it could not 
account for a “missing” two hours on the afternoon 
of Catherine’s death.

The confession, signed by 
Munning and initialed by him 
on each page, was ruled 
admissable Tuesday and en¬ 
tered as Exhibit 24 in the 
trial, which began Monday. 
Cpl. Peterson read it to the 
jury. 

“1 loved my wife,” the 
statement said, “but I did not 
want to commit her to 
Esaondale. She wanted to die. 
I promised her I would not let 
them send her to a place like 
that. 

“My wife was very hard to 
live with. But I didn't kill her 
because I hated her. I did it 
because I loved her. She was 


going to kill herself anyway. 
She told her doctors that. 

"I went out there (Gold- 
stream Park) with the inten¬ 
tion of getting it over with, 
you know. I thought I would 
die. too. 

"I went out and cashed a lot 
of cheques. I thought we 
would spend a few day* 
having a good time, and then 
1 would kill her.

OTTAWA (CP) — Prime Minister Trudeau 
said with a grin Wednesday he does not believe 
RCMP Commissioner William Higgitt will be hold¬ 
ing many news conferences.

\ MONTREAL HAS HAD ITS NIGHT of shame 
and the rest of the country will conmberate 
with the victims of the anajthy which ruled there 
briefly while policemen and firemen refused duty. 

The strike by these two essential service*, and 
the consequence*, must impress upon the various 
levels of go v ernment the necessity for designing 
safeguards in law against a repetition. But at the 
Same time there must be adequate machinery for 
the protection of the Interests of these vital 
service* so that men will not feel they are suffering 
Injustices. 

Certainly the two services’ strike was irrespon¬ 
sible. Particularly reprehensible was the inter¬ 
ference of city policemen with the Quebec 
Provincial Polios officers who were trying to 
control the dangerous situation. Those who 
attacked the provincial constables and In one 
Instance overturned one of their patrol cars 
provide proof that there is a hot-headed element of 
radicals in the Montreal force who should not be 
entitled to wear their shields . . . emblems of a 
aervlce that is supposed to uphold the law for the 
protection of the people. 

But there Is also evidence that within the city 
force there are many who were dubious about the 
strike decision and who wpuM never have accepted 
it if they could have •'foreseen the disaster It 
generated. 


Disaster it certainly was, with one Provincial 
policeman shot to death and senes of injured 
among the rioters and those who courageously 
restated them. The property damage cannot yet be 
calculated, but it wfll run into millions. And among 
the victims of the senieUH mob was Montreal’s 
competent and devoted Mayor Jean Drapeau, 
whose newly-opened restaurant, Le Vaisseau d’Or, 
was left a shambles only a fortnight after his home 
was destroyed by a dynamite Mast. 

The behavior of the hoodlum element which 
shocked and frightened Montrealers might be 
thought to be out of character with Canadians. In 
emotion-charged occasions, such as the Vancouver 
dash between unemployed and police in 1938, the 
Winnipeg disorders during the general strike of 
1919 and the disgraceful Halifax looting which 
developed from over-enthusiastic celebration of the 
war’s end, excuse* could be found for the rioters. 

But In Montreal there was none. Gangs, 
Including taxi drivers long in dispute over what 
they believe are unfair contracts for airport 
service, simply took advantage of the breakdown 
of the law enforcement machinery. 

Who can say it could not happen elsewhere? 
No community dare risk It. Montreal’s unhappy 
experience is sufficient warning that in no 
circumstances should the service* for the public 
protection be allowed to falter.

Air Defence System Failure 


concern not only to Washington but also to Ottawa 
In that Canada relies almost entirely upon the 
United States for protection against enemy air 
attack. 

If the United States air defences are so lacking 
for its own key areas, how much more ineffective 
must they be for such relatively unimportant areas 
such as Canada? 

Rather than expending all its time and energy 
looking for ways and means to reduce Canada’s 
armed force*, our defence department might be 
better sdvised to concern itself with developing our 
own defence systems to protect our own country — 
and our own citizens. 


T HE FACT THAT a foreign warplane succeeded 
in getting within 65 miles rtf the Florida coast¬ 
line before being picked up by radar and then was 
able to duck under its screen until it was within 
striking range of a major U.S. air force base, raises 
serious doubts about the efficiency of the whole 
North American air defence system. 

It might have been expecte d that the Florida 
area due to its geographic position In relation to 
Cuba would have been considered by the U.S. 
defence department an especially sensitive one and 
subsequently well protected by ample warning and 
detection device*. Either this was not the case or 
the system failed through human or mechanical 
error. 

This was not the first time the vulnerability of 
the United States to air attack has been proved. 
Several years ago a distinguished and I ntern ation 
ally respected defence correspoflgsag reported ip a 
British newspaper that aircra^bf bSSRVv^ 
bomber force had successfully penetrated alerted 
U.S. defences and could have bombed several 
major American cities had the two countries been 
at war. 

The story was not published in the United 
States and the incident was hushed up in Britain, 
probably to save face all round. 

Whether or not the report was true will 
probably never be known. However, what is known 
beyond any doubt whatsoever is that the U.S. 
defence system in the Florida peninsula has proved 
wholly Ineffective. This should be a matter of

A VS. SAFETY organization has proved that 
today’s automobile bumpers don’t deserve the 
name.

B Y belatedly dropping the

ridicule In Congress and the 
press without managing to calm 
the controversy over "cloak and 
dagger” work by U.S. forces. 

Yet If the administration has 
done nothing else, it ha* avoided 
a trial In which the best legal 
brains In America, acting for 
the defence, were determined to 
question the whole moral basis 
for th# unpopular war In 
Vietnam. There were strong 
indication* that th* defence 
would have been baaed on a 
Nuremberg precedent.

More than 500 persons were 
reported killed as masses of 
mud swept away trees, bridges, 
flocks of sheep, highways, rail 
lines and even entire villages

Hospital Plans Still Just That 


By PAT MURPHY 

At the end of Ootober, a 
year after taxpayers gave the 
regional hospital district a 
$9,300,000 mandate for an 
ext ended-care construction 
program, not one brick will 
have been laid upon another. 

North Saanich Mayor J. B. 
Camming, who has been a 
persistent critic of delay in 
Implementation of the pro¬ 
gram, says some progress has 
been made, but adds that 
there are "massive problems 
yet to be solved.” 

e e e 

And these are being dealt 
with ki the shadow of a 
second referendum — one 
which could be for a spending 
program as high as $50,000,000 
for acute-care beds. 

Mayor Cumming said Tues¬ 
day, as he has said before, 
that he doubts, first, if the 
referendum can be ready for 


presentation by March or 
April and, secondly, that It 
would be accepted. 

The mayor and others have 
said the rejection might be 
due to the delays, the multi¬ 
plicity of governmental levels 
involved in the program, and 
the undeniable fact that both 
hospital and municipal people 
have been playing politics — 
often unknowingly. 

* * e 

And everyone agrees that 
rejection would be disaestreus. 

At the moment, more than 
3,000 people are awaiting their 
turns on the operating tables 
of Victoria's two major hos¬ 
pitals If surgery Is elective, 
the patient is in for the long 
wait. 

"While I do have my 
doubts, I still pray that the 
referendum, when submitted, 
will be successful,” Mayor 
Cummirq? said. "In fact, it 


has just got to be successful, 
so desperate is the need for 
acute-care beds.” 

One major problem which 
has not been resolved is the 
placement of St. Josephs 
Hospital — on ita present site 
or elsewhere. 

It is true that the constitu¬ 
tion of the new South Vancou¬ 
ver Island Hospital Society 
has been approved by Health 
Minister Ralph Lo ft mark and 
that fids will replace the 
former administration of St. 
Joseph’s, which has been 
operated by the Sisters of St. 
Ann since 1875.

But tt is also true that 
neither the hospital nor the 
site of the sisters' academy, 
upon which It was planned to 
build a new St. Joseph's, has 
been turned over to the new 
soedety. 

It is rumored that tha 


slaters have put an asking 
price on the hospital and 
academy property, and that it 
is wel above $5 000.000. 

The sale would be made by 
the religious order to toe 
regional hospital board. 

While Mayor Cumming 
would not speculate on the 
relocation of St. Joseph's or 
its sale, he did affirm that 
"there has been no positive 
decision whatever as to w h ere 
SL Joseph's Is going.”

ALGAE DfNCREASE 

The process involves the in¬ 
crease of plant life particu¬ 
larly various forma of algae and 
slime—until coastal waters re¬ 
semble a turgid broth ' and 
deeper waters, depleted of oxy¬ 
gen by high rates of decomposi¬ 


tion of plant materials, become 
capable of support s ody the 
poorest sort of fish. 

It is the final stage hi the life 
history of a lake. 

■Rie report notes that most of 
Canada's northern lakes ware 
create! by gtaetal aotkm 6.000 
to 12,000 year* ago and that 
many remain in their clear, ox¬ 
ygen-rich condition, supporting 
little plant life. 

But in past decades, dis¬ 
charges of phosphates and ni¬ 
trates have upset the natural 
balance of life in Lake Erie and 
Lake Ontario, permitting a 
rapid growth of algae in the 
lakes. 

The report lists the resulting 
problems;

plies and dogging of filters in 
water treatment plants.

• The Uttering of beaches fen 
summer with the stinking re¬ 
mains of alewife, smelt, perch, 
white bass and gizzand shad. 

nKMPflOUl FIRST 

The scientists of the interna¬ 
tional water pollution commit¬ 
tees for lake Erie and the l^ake 
Ontano-St. Lawrence River 
area have settled on limiting 
phosphorus discharges as the 
first step in combatting eutro¬ 
phication. 

Their report to the IJC sug¬ 


gests phosphorus as contained 
in various compounds in house¬ 
hold detergents and sewage 
wastes can be more easily and 
mure cheaply contrpUed than ni¬ 
trogen and may possibly be of 
greater importance to algae 
growth. 

The first recommendation is 
far elimination of phosphate 
compounds from household de¬ 
tergents as soon as possible, 
preferably by 1972. 

"If the technology for deter-1 
gent phosphate removal can be 
quickly developed, an almost 
immediate elimination of the 
phusphurus loading to laike Erie 
and Lake Ontario could be 
achieved to prevent further de¬ 
terioration of these lakes whfle 
sewage treatment facilities are 
being built.’* the report says.

Tiny Sub Frees Four Men 
Ensnared on Ocean Floor 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) — Four o 
men trapped an the ocean floor A 
fa) the research submarine Deep * 
Quest for more than 12 boors 
were rescued Wednesday by a d 
tiny, two-man aub. r 

The mini-submarine Nekton _ 
dived 432 feet to the bottom and 
severed a nyino line snarled on 
the experimental sub’s propeSer 
and the Deep Quest rose to the 
surface of the Pacific. 

NOT WORRIED 

Robert Worthington, 52, Son 
Diego, a retired navy captain 
and pilot of the Deep Quest, 
said he and the cither three men 
stranded in the 4Moot long 
craft were not worried about 
their oxygen running out 

"There wasn’t any great 
doubt in our minds we would 
get up,” Worthington said. "It 
wax just which way to go. We 
could have come up at any time 
but we wanted to do tt the 
safest way for the boat and 
personnel.

"I initially felt some trepida¬ 
tion but I didn't have any real I 
feeling we could not get up. 11

The Deep Quest was an a 
routine training mission to find 
a 1,875-pound steel cylinder on 
the ocean floor and bring it to 
the surface. A nytan line 
attached to the cylinder became 
folded in the sub’s propeller five 
miles offshore. 

SPEED VITAL 

Speed was vital in the rescue 
attempt The Deep Quest's 
seJfcontained oxygen supply was 
good for only 48 hours. The sub 
descended about noon Tuesday 
and it was 15 hours before it 
was freed by the Nekton. 

The Nekton, a 4,000 - pound 
craft operated by the General 
Oceanographic Co., made its 
dive at 2:25 a.m. Wednesday 
and pilot Douglas Privitt, 38, 
reported 25 minutes later he 
had the Deep Quest in sight. 

There wers some anxious 
moments when silt stirred up 
from the bottom by the activity 
impaired visibility, but little 
more than an hour after it 
dived, the Nekton reported the 
line had been cut by a diving 
knife taped to its 15-foot man¬ 
euverable arm.

RecreatiMi Minister Kenneth 
Kiel nan said Wednesday that R 
might be several months before 
parks department officials could 
make an on-the-spot assessment 
ot the value of recent cave 
discoveries near Port Albemi. 

'Tm told there is a water 
problem in the caves,” he said 
in an interview, “Our parks 
people are going in to see 
what’s there and recommend 
the proper procedure to adopt 
regarding the caves. But since 
there have been heavy rains we 
might have to wait until spring 
before we can cheek them out. ” 

Meanwhile, Mr. Kieman nid. 
the government isn’t at all 
concerned about the passible 
destructionof recreational 
potential in the caves. The 
group whose explorations re¬ 
cently disclosed the full extent 
of the cave formation has kept 
the location secret. 

A * * 

A preliminary check of gov¬ 
ernment record*, however, in¬ 
dicates the oaves are located on 
crown land in a tree farm 
licence area. The property 
cannot be removed from a tree 
farm licence without a special 
cabinet order, and the minister 
indicated this would not be 
granted imtil the government 
was ready to protect the caves.

If your dahlias an oaMi or 
the labels are lost at least label them 
with the height of (he plant and tha 
color of the dower so yoa oaa plant 
totelligently next spring.

In yesterday's onhmn I mna - 

mended burying dahlia tubers in past 
moss, vermlculfte or fir baric, and (Ha 
may seem aa unnecessary expenoe. 

All I can say is this: I have tried 
just about every possible method at 
storage—dipping the tubers in bet wax, 
spraying them with liquid plastic, seal¬ 
ing them In plastic bags, covering them 
with sand or ashes—but I have never 
run across a ny thing that wovha q uits as 
well as plunging them in peat moss, fir 
baric or vermtoultte. 

While you may have to put oat a 
cn«ple of dollars far your planga 
material, remember that this Isn’t 
money down the drain. When your 
dahlia tubers are taken out and planted 
next spring, you still have your peat 
moss, either to use again for bulb 
storage or for the dozen and one men tn 
the garden. These materials are won¬ 
derful for starting seeds or rooting sllpa 
in the house, for mixing with house plea* 
soil, and for the improvement of the aofl 
texture in the garden. 


The decision to do away 
with the U.S. state depart¬ 
ment by 1ST2, recommended 
in the now-famous Dawk 
Report, was not a sudden one. 

It bad been under study for 
several months by President 
Nixon’s commission on obso¬ 
lete government organiza¬ 
tions. The chairman of the 
committee, Donald Dawk, told 
me in an exclusive interview 
in hia office: 

"We concluded after many 
hearings that the state de¬ 
partment no longer fulfilled a 
function and the money saved 
by abolishing the state de¬ 
partment could well be spent 
building up our naval nuclear 
force*.’’

“How did you come to this 
conclusion?” I asked. 

"We found out during our 
Investigation that the state 
department, under our pre¬ 
sent form at government, no 
longer has much to do with 
foreign policy. Most foreign 
policy is decided by either the 


defenoe department, the C3IA 
or Henry Kissinger. Since it 
was only duplicating the work, 
it seemed to us the state 
department was a luxury that 
this country could do with¬ 
out.” 

"But what about the diplo¬ 
matic relations with other 
countries?” 

A * * 

"Oar report indicated that 
since military juntas are 
becoming more fashionable in 
tha free world, the defence 
department was in a much 
better position to deal wHh 
them than State. Several 
gens rah have already made 
treaties with foreign govern¬ 
ments, with far more dispatch 
than our state department 
diplomats." 

"There is aomethmg to bn> 
said tor that,” I interpolated. 

“A second reason for turn¬ 
ing over diplomacy to the 
defence department is that it 
is in a position, financially, to 
give military aid to those 
nations who cooperate with 
the United States, and with¬ 
hold it from countries who 


don’t. The state department 
has no such leverage. 

“We found in our studies 
that every head of state that 
has come to Washington in 
the last few years has asked 
to visit the Pentagon, while 
none have asked to visit the 
state department building, 
which is much more centrally 
located. 

“Also, Secretary of Defence 
Melvtn Laird is on television 
every right explaining some 
part of our foreign policy, 
while Secretary of State Wil¬ 
liam Rogers hasn’t been 
heard from since he was 
sworn in.’’ 

* * * 

"True," I said “Yet it 
seems to me that there is a 
oct tain amoung of tradition 
associated with the state 
department that were all 
going to miss when It’s gone.” 

"This is so, but the state 
department is a losing pro¬ 
position. The public never gets 
to see what it’s getting for its 
money. As one witness put it 
*You never get a bang lor 
your buck in State,’ whereas 


with defence, for every buck 
you spend, you know Here's 
going to be a bang some¬ 
where.’’ 

“What will you do wHh tee 
state department huiidin^ fa 
Washington?” 

“We’ll keep foe main floor 
for issuing passports and we'll 
try to keep aa many ambas¬ 
sadors on as we can, pro¬ 
cessing visas and working in 
the cafeteria. But foe res* of 
the building will probably ha 
used as a marine oarpa an¬ 
nex.

“Overseas, foe American 
embassies will be taken over 
by Defence. This incidentally 
should be a very smooth 
transition, since two out cl 
three employees In our em¬ 
bassies abroad now week 
either for foe defence Apart¬ 
ment or foe CIA anyway."

If your storage space is limited, 
though, and you'd like to take a crack 
at dividing, this is hour you go about It: 

First, let's take a look at one of your 
dahlia clumps. There is a hollow central 
stem—the stub of last year's topgrawth 
—and radiating outward from this stem 


Another important point is labelling. 
If you were growing a named variety, 
there was probably a wired label 
attached to the plant or foe slake; this 
label should have been trans f erred to 
the stub of the clump when first dug up 
from the ground. If you divide your 
clumps, each tuber should be labelled, 
and an easy way is to write its name 
directly on the sldn of foe tuber, using a 
felt-tipped tndia-ink marking pen or an 
Indelible pencil. 

Labelling is much more important 
than appears at first glance, for If you 
plant up your garden next year with a 
hodgejiodge of unnamed tubers, chances 


In yesterday's column I gave name 
details so when and how to take up tha 
dahlia roots for winter stems under 
cover. Because at space limit a t io n s I 
could give only foe barest details of the 
techniques used, and there ire one or 
two points I would like to explain a bit 
more fully. 

First, should the clumps of dahlia 
roots be stored whole or divided into 
individual tubers before storing? 

Actually, there are some solid 
advantages in dividing them before 
storage For one thing, individual tubers 
take bp a lot less space than the 
awkward whole clumps. Trouble is, it 
Isn’t easy for a novice to cut up the 
chimps without spoiling foe tubers, and 
if you don’t know bow or doubt your 
ability to perform this surgery, it would 
be safer to store foe dumps whole and 
do the dividing In the spring Once the 
tubers start to sprout, you can aee 
much more clearly where to make your 
cuts.

are tha tubers, each ana looking rather 
like a ridny sweat potato. Each of 
these tubers is capable of producing a 
plant on Its own next year. 

The Important part of the tuber is its 
neck—foe thin end where K joins Hie 
eentrmi stem. The eye of the tuber—the 
only part of It capable of sprouting—is 
in this thin neck, and it is very 
important to get afl this neck when the 
tuber is cut free from foe clump, for if 
foe eye is lost, foe tuber will not grow. 

To make sure each tuber has its 
gnnvth eye Intact, then, it is best to 
take a sliver of the central stem with 
your knife when detaching the tuber 
from its clump.

Seniors ’ 
Housing 
Nearer 

By DON GAIN 

Saanich housing committer 
Tuesday night looked at plans 
for a low-rental housing project 
for senior citizen*, drawn up by 
provincial architects, and 
approved them unaniitMKialy. 

The project, initiated by 
Saanich council three years ago, 
would use vacant municipally- 
owned land adjacent to Hamp¬ 
ton Park as the site of the low- 
rental housing. 

The plan was stalled when 
Saanich council in May turned 
down three proposals for hous¬ 
ing because they considered 
them unsuitable both in cost 
and design. 

MAYBE NEXT TEAK 

Construction of the three- 
government project hopefully 
could begin early next year. 
Mayor Hugh Curtis and Aid, 
Edith Gunning, chairman of the 
housing committee, announced 
after the meeting, which was 
closed to the press. 

“Were a junior partner In 
thia federal-provincial-muniaipa) 
project," the mayor *aid. 

Aid. Gunning said she was 
"delighted" with the plan pre¬ 
sented to her committee. 

•WELL PLANNER* 

“The units are well planned. 
The overall building is of good 
design and it is molded well to 
the difficult site. It is also well 
located on the site," said Aid. 
Gunning. 

The mayor recalled that, after 
three proposals were turned 
down earlier this year, “we 
requested the B.C. Housing 
Management Commission t o 
approach the architectural 
division of the provincial public 
works department to prepare 
plans along certain lines 

suggested at that time, embody¬ 

ing improvements It was the 
provincial architects' plan which 
was presented to the housing 
committee tonight.” 

*t ITNTTS 

Aid. Gunning said the ni*w 

plans provide for 81 self- 

contained units, some bachelo» 
and some one-bedroom suites. 

The mayor said that from the 
point of view of the improved 
design the delay was well worth 
it 

"As badly need4*d as the 
accommodation was and is, we 
weren't willing to ac<»pt some¬ 
thing unsuitable and we're glad 
we handled it thia way. The 
provincial architects certainly 
didn’t waste any time in 
preparing the plana.” 

Aid. Gunning said the new 
plans would go to a technical 
committee for additional plans 
on certain features such as 
heating.
